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REMARKS 

The foUowing remarks attend to each outstanding issue raided by the Examiner in tiuj 
pending May 8, 2002 office action. The indication of aUowable subject matter in claims 16, 17, 
57 and 58 is appreciated. No claims are canceled; accordingly claims 1-83 are pending in this 
application, claims 1 and 43 being independent. 

Claim rejections - 35 U.S.C §102 

. Claims 1, 18, 20, 21, 23, 24, 26, 43, 50, 5 1, 53, 59, 61, 62, 64, 65, 67 and 68 stand 
iqected as being anticipated under 35 U.S.C. §102(e) by U.S. Patent No. 6,182,857 CHamm'*). 
Applicants respectfully disagree and traverse the rejection since, among other reasons, Hamm is 
not prior art to the inventions of claims 1, 18, 20, 21, 23, 24, 26, 43, 50, 51, 53, 59, 61, 623 64, 
65, 67 and 68- AppUcants enclose a declaration under 37 C-P.R- §1.131 and MPKP 715 to 
antedate Hamm. The declaration specifically shows conception of the invention prior to the 
effective date (December 31, 1998) of Hamm and due dijig^ce fix)m this conception to the 
effective films date of this present application (the '63 1 Application), 

Accordingly, we have shown why Hamm is avoided and inapplicable as prior art to the 
present '631 Application. For these reasons and more, i^plicants contend that claims 1, 18, 20 
21, 23, 24, 26, 43, 50, 51, 53, 59, 61, 62, 64, 65, 67 and 68 are aUowable and request 
teconsideratioiL 

Claim rejections - 35 U.S.C §103 

Claims 2-8, 27-29, 42, 44-53, 60-62> 69, 70 and 83 stand rejected as being unpatentable 
over U.S. Patent No. 5,934,439 ("Kanoh") in view of Hamm, under 35 US.C §103. -^plicant;

USPQ2d 1438 (Fed, Cir. 1991). 

Among other reasons, for example, Kanoh does not teach each and eveiy feature of 
claims 2-8, 27-29, 42, 44-53, 60-62, 69, 70 and 83, and camiot therefore anticipate or render 
these claims obvious. Reconsideration is requested. 

As apphed to Applicants' claim 2, claims 30-32, 71 and 72 stand rejected as bemg 
unpatentable over Kanoh in view of Hamm, and finther in view of U.S. Patent No, 5,822,291 
C*Brindz6"), under 35 U.S.C §103, Applicants respectfully disagree and traverse the rejection 
since, among other reasons, Hamm is not prior art to the inventions of claims 30-32, 71 and 72, 
as set forth in the attached Rule 131 declaration. 

Kanoh and Brindze also do not render claims 30-32, 71 and 72 prima facie obviots, 
since, among other reasons, Kanoh and Brindze fail to teach every element of claixns 30-32, '71 
and 72, Reconsideration is requested. 

Claims 9-12 and 19 stand rejected as being unpatentable over Hamm in view of U.S. 
Pateait No. 4,915,205 C^Reid'O, under 35 U.S.C. §103. Applicants respectfully disagree and 
traverse the rejection since, among other reasons, Hamm is not prior art to the inventions of 
claims 9-12 and 19, as set forth in the attached Rule 131 declaration.

Applicants 
respectfully disagree and traverse the rejection since> among other reasons, Hamm is not prior £rt 
to the inventions of claims 14 and 15, as set forth in the attached Rule 131 declaration. 

Kanoh and Takahashi also do not render claims 14 and 15 prima facie obvious, since, 
among other reasons, Kanoh and Takahashi fail to teach every element of claims 14 and 15. 
Reconsideration is requested. 

Claims 22, 36-38, 63, 77-79 stand rejected as being unpatentable over Hamm in view of 
U.S. Patent No. 6,289,322 ("Kitchen"), under 35 U.S.C. §103. Applicants respectfully disagree 
and traverse the rejection since, among other reasons, Hamm is not prior art to the inventions of 
claims 22, 36-38, 63, 77-79, as set forth in the attached Rule 131 declaration. 

Kitchen also does not render claims 22, 36-38, 63, 77-79 prima facie obvious, suw^e, 
among other reasons. Kitchen fails to teach every element of claims 22, 36-38, 63> 77*-79. 
Reconsideration is requested. 

Claims 25, 34, 35, 66, 75 and 76 stand rejected as being xmpatentable over Hamm in yit w 
of U.S, Patent No. 5,724,521 CDedrick'O. under 35 U.S.C. §103. AppUcants respectfully 
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disagree and traverse the rejection since, among other reasons, Hatnm is not prior art to the 
inventions of claims 25, 34, 35, 66, 75 and 76, as set forth in the attached Rule 131 declaration. 

Dedrick also does not render claims 25, 34, 35, 66, 75 and 76 prima facie obvious, since, 
among other reasons, Dedrick fails to teach every element of claims 25, 34, 35, 66, 75 and 
Reconsideration is requested. 

Claims 33, 73 and 74 stand rejected as being unpatentable over Hamm in view of U.S. 
Patent No. 5,900,608 C'lida"). under 35 U.S.C. §103. Applicants respectfully disagree and 
ti averse Ihe rejection since, among otiiesr reasons, Hamm is not prior art to the inventions of 
claims 33, 73 and 74, as set forth in tihe attached Rule 131 declaration,
